This act was but in compliance with 


a constitutional mandate, but it evi- 
dently failed to accomplish the end 
desired, because of the failure of di- 
rector in the adjoining districts to ar- 
lange and agree. 


The legislature, therefore, solved the 


difficulty by the act of May 2, 1907, 
which pro>ides "All children who re- 
side one and one-half miles or more, by 
public road, from the nearest school 
in the district where they reside, may 
attend any school more convenient in 
any other district, without the consent 
of the directors or «ontrollers of the 
district where they reside or where 
they may attend, provided the consent 
of the uirectrs or controllers of such 
other district be first obtained; and 
the district where such children reside 
shall be liable to the district' where 
they may attend for the costs of tui- 
tion; provided the costs of tuition 
shall not exceed the tuition of children

She teaches from love 
of the work, it possesses her and it is 
not a drudge to be waded through for 
the salary in sight at the end of the 
month. Miss Hake was able during 
the past year to introduce drawing 
into the high school and our schools 
had been suffering for years for the 
want of the same. At the end of the 
last year her scholars made an exhibit 
in drawing which simply astonished 
those who saw it and made —em real- 
ize the worth of the worK. Visitors 
from a neighboring town admitted that 
they could not equal it in any way 
notwithstanding such a course had 
been conducted in their schools for 
years.

The Postmaster General from 1S23 


to 1829 was John McLean of Ohio. It 
was formerly the custom of some cabi- 
net officers to claim all letters receiv- 
ed in their departments while in of- 
fice as private letters, and to carry 
them away when they left the cabinet. 
This was especially true of the post- 
masters general; in fact it has only 
been within the past twenty years 
that the in-coming letters of the post- 
office department have been preserved 
The McLean collection (also in the

conviction, and eflect many beautiful 
diversions, aud numberless renewals 
{ Christian faithfulness. Everywhere 
he spiritual life of his people was 
juickeued aud their hold on Uod 
strengthened. 


He labored six years in Pennsyl- 


vania ; about five yeais in Onio, hve 
years iu Nebraska, and nine years in 
.lliuois. May he be spareamany more 
fears to the church to which he has 
leveled bis life aud his all.

the Miscellaneous Files a letter dated 
Nov. 
6, 1837, Gettysburg, Pa. Theo- 


logical Seminary from S. S. Schmuck- 
er to Hon. J. R. Poinsett, Secretary of 
War, recommending Rev. E. L. Nollan 
and Rev. Mr. Nies from Germany who 
asked permission to go into the Indian 
country as missionaries. 


I will close this letter with a print- 


ed reference to a former emigrant 
from Adams County to the "West. Al 
though not an original document it is 
here quoted because of the belief that 
the success and name of Hugh A 
Campbell will be a bit of information 
to many of your readers.

Hugh A. Campbell opened the first 


stock of goods in Mountain City (Col 
orado) in a brush tent and was the 
first to place a sign above his place o 
business with the new name of Cen 
tral City upon it, and to have his let 
ters addressed to Central City, by 
which means the P. O .Departmen 
was brought at last to recognize the 
change. He built the Atchison hous 
in Denver in the winter of 1859. He 
Discovered the Cincinnati lode on Gas 
to Hill, and became the owner of 4' 
acres of placer mines on Quartz Hill 
besides other mining property. He 
was born in Adams county, Pa., AIM 
married Mattie W. Whitsitt of Centre 
ville, Ohio. 


Mow and Burn Strawberry Leaves 


Now. 


Now that the strawberry crop has 


beeu gathered is the ptoper time for 
mowing tne leaves of the plants as low 
as possible with a scythe or mower, 
and letting them cure quickly, then 
raking teem together within the rows 
and burning them. Straw should be 
added if necessary to make enough 
fuel to burn the leaves. This is the 
common method of the most practical 
strawberry growers in suppressing in- 
sect pests and plant diseases, and re- 
newing the old strawberry rows or 
beds, which should also be properly 
cultivated and hoed. 
It is for this 


reason that State Zoologist H. A. Sur- 
face replied, from Harrisburg, to one 
of the instructors ID the Pennsylvania 
Sahool of Horticulture for Women, 
saying. 


"The best method of getting rid of 


the leaf curler on strawberries is to 
mow the leaves DOW, which is just 
after the harvest, aud burn them as 
soon as possible. Borne persons throw 
a little straw between the vinea, and 
mow the leaves, rake them on to the 
straw and burn them. This gets rid of 
both plant disease germs aud insects, 
and I recommend it as proper. It is 
practiced by some of our best berry 
growers."

OF GETTYSBURG

a Student in Seminary in 1863 for

tube told something of my experience, 
couueeted with tins awful battle, July 
1, 2, 3,1863. Others have wrltteu aud 
spoken so much aud so well about the 
battle, that 1 will not attempt any- 
thing 011 the subject. At the time of 
the invasion of Pennsylvania the lie 
belliou had reached its high-water 
mark. Its army came, flushed with 
victory at Chaiicellorsville, iu May i', 
8, aud it believed it would again have 
an easy victorv over the Army of the 
Potomac. But at Gettysburg it really 
found its Waterloo. Its losses were 
euoriuous. It never recovered from 
the severe blow. The place of battle 
was not the choice of either army. Jt 
was providential. God Rave the Un- 
ion army its splendid position by 
which to resist aud defeat the Confed- 
erate force*.

There is an incident which occurred 


on Sunday, June 28, previous to the 
battle, which 1 can never forget. Dr. 
E. B. Johnston, theu pastor of the 
Eminitsourg charge, sent a request to 
the Theological Seminary for students 
to try to till ha, pulpit at Fair field, 
both morning and evening. The selec- 
tion fell upon a fellow-student aud 
myself. That student afterwards be- 
came the pastor ot this charge. We 
drove to the little town on Sunday 
morning with no little hesitation, as 
the Confederates had been seen from 
Gettysburg with a field-glass for about 
a week, encamped along tbe eastern 
slope ot the mountain, about ten miles 
distant, tbe direction we were to go 
It was agreed between us that the 
student, who was both my seuior in 
years and in the seminary, should 
preach in tbe morning aud I iu the 
evening. 1 did not have the oppor- 
tunity to preach my sermon, and it is 
very likely the congregation did oot 
lose much. Just as the morning ser- 
vice was being concluded the Con fed 
erates dashed into the village. The 
people did not wait for the benedic- 
tion. 


Just after the noon hour we walked 


to the east end of the towu where the 
Confederates were encamped. While 
we were looking at them, at what we 
thought a safe distance, two Union 
scouts rode up ou the opposite side of 
a hedge-fence, completely hidden from 
their enemies. Having 
discharged 


their carbines at them, they dashed 
away unobserved toward Einmits- 
burg. Of course the rebels returned 
the tire iu the direction, of the smoke 
from the car Dines. Their bullets flew 
too duugerously near us, causing us to 
run for safety into the nearest bouse. 
But we were pursued by the enemy, 
charging us with having fired the 
shots at them. They were very angry, 
thrust tbeir revolvers in our faces, ar- 
rested us as prisoners of war, and 
marched us out ot the house. We stood 
under arrest until their captain ap- 
proached, whom I saluted, and veu- 
lured to tell him that his men were 
laboring under a very grievous mis- 
take. To bis credit, be it said, be 
listened very graciously to what I had 
to say. In this trying ordeal I ought 
to nay I bad the advantage of my fel- 
low-student. He had never before 
seen a Confederate soldier. I bad seen 
them in Maryland at tbe time of tbe 
battles of Mouth Mountain, Cramp- 
ton's Gape and Antietam. 1 was not 
therefore so terrified or speechless as 
he was. I knew they were "men of 
like passions with ourselves." After 
be had politely beard iny version of 
tbe shots fired aud why we ran, he 
answered ; "Your story seems plaus- 
ible, but 1 do not know whether it is 
true or not." 
He hesitated. The sus- 


pense was painful, for we did not 
know what his order would be. 


I resolved upon a "coup d'etat." 1 


said: "Captain, you do uot arrest 
ministers of the gospel, do you ?" He 


! at once said : "Are you ineu minis- 
ters?'7 I think it was the truth when 
I said we were. We had come there 
to preach, and we were students lor 
the ministry. Feeling a little more at 
ease with this courteous captian, I 
said to him : "Do you see that brick 
church yonder? There we were hold- 
me: religious services this moruiug. 
This man whom you see with me was 
preaching. Your meu rushed into 
towu and disturbed our worship. Now 
you occupy tbe towu aud this hinders 
me from preacbiug the splendid ser- 
mon which 1 intended to preach this 
evening." He 
smiled 
and 
said: 


"Many tilings are permissible iu time 
ol war which would not be in time of 
peace." 


£ knew we had won the a ay 
He 


said: "No we do not arrest ministers 
of tbe gospel unless they are bearing 
arms. Where do you live?" When 
told be said: "You had better go 
home." Then said I, "Do you order 
us to do so ?" His answer was: "1 
have no right to give such au order.'' 
When be desired to know wbetber 
tbe borse we drove was a good one, 
our reply was: '-It is old, blind, and 
poor in flesh We are Yankees enough 
to know better than venture auywbere 
near your army with a good horse." 
He took a hearty laugh and assured 
us that we might drive home undis- 
turbed with such a horse. 


The Battle. 


Wednesday morning about 8 o'clock, 


the news came to the seminary that 
the battle was about to begin. Several 
of us students weut up into the tower 
of the building. We saw the battle 
open with the luifl'ol smoke from the 


mouths of booming can none, several 
miles 
west of the seminary. We 


watched tbe advance of the Confeder- 
ates, until shells from their guns, aim- 
ed at a Union army signal in the tow- 
er, tuade it unsafe to reuiaiu louger. 


A fellow btudetit, until recently, for 


a long time pastor of one of the Luth- 
eran churches iu lieaiiiug, and my- 
self, went to a high poiut cant ot the 
town, on Cemetery KnJgfc. There we 
could easily see the battle, and that all 
the while our army was Hanked, be- 
caus* the Confederates had on the 
field two or three corps, while the 
Union army, iu the early pattor the 
tirst day, 
had but one infantry corps. 


theSeC'iud, aud very soou its com- 
mander, Ueu. Keyuolds was killed. 
The play of battle all aloug the eastern 
slope ot Seminary ridge was a thrill- 
ing scene. At noon my student com- 
rade, seeing thai it was impossible for 
me to reacli the seminary, kindly in- 
vited me to diue with him uear by, ou 
Baltimore street, at the hoti«e where 
tbe big sycamore trees theu stood. 


That afternoon was one of awful 


suspense. Aud out of this house from 
Wednesday evening 
till Saturday 


uioruiug we were uot able to go with- 
out imminent danger of being killed. 
About 7 o'clock p. m. the Union army 
began rapidly falling back. The pave 
meuts as well as the streets were 
crowded with soldiers, wagons, ambu- 
lances aud batteries, ou tbeir way to 
the lines ou Cemetery Ridge, Culp's 
Hill, and Little Hound Top, which 
were being fortified since early in tne 
morning.

A Cellar Prisoner. 


While the Union army was retreat- 


ing iu part through the towu, theCon- 
federates were pressing close upon 
them, and some of them entered the 
house where we were, aud discharged 
shots from the doors aud windows. 
Some of the Union soldiers took a po- 
sition at a house two or three hundred 
yards distant on the same street, aud 
held it all the time of the battle, while 
the Confederates held our prison house 
all the while. And these two squads 
of men kept up an almost continuous 
duel. 


About 9 o'clock at uurul of the first 


day a corporal's guard of Confederates 
pounded upon the door of our house 
and demanded admittance. Ihe young 
man, whose guest I was longer than 1 
intended to be, seemed to be very 
much at home iu this house, as sub- 
sequent events proved he had reason 
to be, having also seen the Confeder- 
ates iu Maryland, and answered the 
demand, saying : "Yes, the door will 
be opened, if you will guarantee pro- 
tection to the ladies iu this house." 
Their reply being in the 
affirmative, 


when the door was opeued, a wound- 
ed officer was brought iu aud laid iu 
the hall. He asked the family that 
there should not be the least concern 
about his comfort; that the soldiers on 
the outbide would provide for him. I 
have always felt that it was a kiud 
providence which brought this Con- 
federate officer into the house. Next 
morning he was told that some of 
their soldiers had entered the house 
for a short time and that some jewelry 
had been stolen. Beseemed very in- 
dignant, asked for bis sword and pis- 
tols, and said he would shoot the tirst 
man who dared to enter without his 
orders. Finding from his soldiers who 
commanded the troops at that place 
the evening before, I saw him write a 
note aud order it to be taken to Gen. 
Early. About an hour later the sold- 
ier returned with the jewelry. 


We had to remain in the cellar as 


long as daylight lasted on Thursday 
and Friday. And what added to our 
discomfort and that of the entire 
family, when the Confederates enter- 
ed the house they took away every- 
thing edible, except a small piece of 
diied beef and some coffee. In our 
prison we could hear the "Union 
cheer" and the "Rebel Yell" out on 
the bloody Held, while 
the shells 


shrieked and moaned, flying over our 
heads, aud hear the roar of the terrirh'c 
cannonading which caused the house 
to shake, while ever and anon we 
heard minnie balls crashing through 
the windows and doors above us. 


f riday night about 9 o'clock an inci- 


dent occurred for which 1 snail al- 
ways cherish feelings of gratitude for 
those who were the actors in it. Sud- 
denly there was a knock upon the 
side door. Opening it we saw several 
Confederates, standing, bowing and 
saluting. We were ama/.ed at their 
proposal. Ihey said: "We beg the 
extreme pleasure of havine the ladies 
and gentlemen of Ihis house come to 
the out-bitcheu aud take supper. 
We accepted their invitation. These 
weather beaten men aud soldiers of 
many battles stood, aud asked the 
ladies aud gentlemen to be seated that 
they might serve us with the excellent 
supper which they 
had prepared. 


They bad chicken, biscuits, tea, coff.ee, 
butter, honey, milk and all the delica- 
cies of the season. Of course we ate 
and thanked them. .But they knew 
no more of the outcome of the three 
day's battle than we did. But on Sat- 
urday morning we knew the victory 
was ours, and that Gen. Lee had re- 
treated. 


Robbed of All My Clothing. 


Going to the Seminary for observa- 


tion, when I entered my room I found 


that my trunk had been broken open 
and ail my clothing stolen. The fac- 
ulty decided, of course, to suspend all 
seminary work 
until the following 


.November. I found a Union army 
suriteou iu uiv room, aud that he had 
been freely using everything as well 
a» my bed. 1 told him be was entire- 
ly welc-mie =o far, hut a- i^eminsry 
work was at an end, 1 must secure my 
bedding and place it in care of the 
steward. I advanced to remove the 
oeddiug, but he coolly informed that I 
could not do so. Demanding an or- 
der from Gen. Meade. be said he had 
uoue; aud when I attempted to re- 
move the bedding, he tried to hold it. 
This of course aroused my blood, 
which compelled me to say : "Sir, if 
you do not release your hold I shall 
be driven to the necessity of throwing 
you upon the floor, aud stampiug you 
with my feet.' 
This speech had its 


desired effect, though he was a stal- 
wart uiau. He stepped back like a 
craven coward as he was. 


Having no money aud clothing ex- 


cept what I then wore, 1 could not 
then render service to the sick and 
wounded in the many hospitals. But 
this 1 did iu 1864, as a member of the 
Christian Commission, in the Army of 
the Potomac, in Washington, Mary- 
laud aud Viigima. Going over this 
modern Waterloo, my heart was sick- 
ed with the sight, aud the thought 
that the leaders of the South whose 
noble ancestors so freely shed their 
blood aud spent their fortunes .in the 
heioic struggle with Great Britain for 
American Independence, could be so 
deceived by false theories of the union 
of the states as to dare to destroy it. 


Thank God tne causes which led to 


War of the Rebellion are forever re- 
moved, and that the Blue and the Gray 
unite iu decorating each others' graves 
and water the sod with their tears.

not tiucDinplished until 1729. Very few 
settlements had been made west of the 
river In ft re that year Then the lands 
were opened r<>r settlement and there 
was a » ild ruth for choice locations, 
as now occasionally occurs, under sim- 
ilar cirLMiujhinnces, in the wild and 
woolly \Vtfct. 


Choice mill-sites on the Little Coue- 


wago were tenured in 1780 by Michael 
Kitxwiller and Samuel 
Lilly, and 


other settlements were speedily made 
throughout York aud Adams Coun- 
ties. Conflicts arose 
between those 


who claimed the rmht to settle upon 
these lauds, under authority of the 
Pen us and those who claimed them 
by virtue of the charter granted in 1634 
to the Proprietaries of Maryland. Most 
valuable details of these conflicts have 
been compiled ana published by a 
modest man, who resides humbly in 
McSberrystowu, John T. Reily, to 
whom future generations will be in- 
debted, as are the people of our time 
to I. D. Bupp, another humble and 
most industrious compiler of historic- 
al notes. 


To briefly tell the stoiy of Frederick 


Braudt, we must recur to tbe fact that 
from tbe year 1700 there was a great 
rush of sturdy people from the Rhine 
provinces to tbe promising Province 
of Pennsylvania. Among these thou- 
sands were many Roman Catholics, 
who like their Protestant neighbors, 
had ample cause to flee from the op- 


as it has paeasious of their political masters in 


to uermany. An erroneous impression 


prevails that tbe conflict then continu- 
ously recurring in the Palatinate was 
between Roman Catholics and Protes- 
tant?, whereas the Roman Catholics 
had been effectually suppressed and 
oppressive laws were enforced by rul- 
iug politicians in tbe name of what- 
ever Prutestaat deuomiuatiou succeed- 
ed for the time being to control tlie 
government. 


Appea was sent to the Roman Cath- 


olic authorities iu Europe, thru the 
Vicar General iu London, for 
t b e j 


translation to Pennsylvania of several I 
Gemuiu Roman Catholic priests, but 
some years elapsed before the applica- 
tion could be rilled. In the meanwhile, 
the Roman Catholic families collected 
iu groups at various places, and en- 
couraged and consoled one another, as 
best they might, without the minis- 
trations of a priest. It is related that 
at Macopin, near Echo Lake, JN. J., 
and at other places, congregations 
were thus maintained for thirty years, 
before a prie&t came to minister unto 
them 


The fir^t priest to come to America 


tw minister to the German Roman 
Catholics was Rev. Theodore Schnei- 
der, S. J-, who landed at Philadelphia 
in 1741, aud was conveyed to the set- 
tlement at Gosheuuhoppen, where be 
established headquarters at the house 
of John Kuhn, a carpenter and farm- 
er. 


In the course of two years, John 


Kuhu, with his sous and neighbors, 
erected a dwelling-house for Father 
Schneider, with a very substantially 
constructed Chapel as an addition 
thereto. This Chapel was oonapleted 
in 1743, and remains as part of the 
magnificent church at Bally, Berks. 
County, Pa. This church compares 
favorably with CouewagoChapel, and 
is filled several times every Sunday by 
the devout descendants of the first set- 
tlers in that community. 


The writer of these notes is a grand- 


son of John Kuhu, who settled near 
Conewago Chapel in 1785, who was a 
grandson of John Kuhn the carpenter 
who built the original chapel. 


The name Goshenhoppeu applies to 


a large region, about the headwaters 
of the Perkioineu Creek in Berks and 
Montgomery Counties, near the border 
of Lehigh.

Schneider visited other settlements of 
Roman Catholics

Mission Stations. Interesting accounts 
of his services are published in the 
Records of the American Catholic His- 
torical Society, 
Philadelphia. The 


original records of baptisms, marri- 
ages and burials kept by Father Sch- 
neider from 1741 until his death, 1764, 
and by his associates aud successors 
for many years thereafter, have been 
translated by Rev. Thomas A. Middle 
ton, 
O S. A., another indefatigable 


laborer. One of the Missiou Stations 
established by Father Schneider, was 
at Haycock, KucksCounty, Pa , where 
a flourishing congregation continues. 
From these records, published in Vol. 
I l l , page 383, we extract the follow- 
ing certificate of marriage :

This interesting couple, following 


the tide of migration to the neighbor* 
hood of Cone wago Chapel purchased 
a tract of 240 acres iu Paradise town- 
ship, York County, aud there estab- 
lished a flue plantation and on a little 
stream running down from the Pigeon 
Hills, which has hitherto been name- 
less, but Biiould be known as Brandt's 
Branch of the Beaver Creek, establish- 
ed a grist-mill aud other improve- 
ments. In tbe course of years they 
assembled their Catholic neighbors in 
a Chapel adjoining their dwelling- 
house, which was attended from Cone- 
wago Chapel, ten miles away. 


By his will, Frederick Braudt do- 


nated this farm to Father Neale, the 
head of tbe Hociety of Jesus, located 
at Georgetown, O. C., to be used for 
educational purposes, aud the char- 
acters mentioned may be set foith 
uiore fully iu subsequent articles. 


Frederick Brandt died at this beau- 


tiful plantation 1820. His 
widow, 


Magdalene, soon after transferred her 
interest iu the property to the Jesuit 
Fathers, who supplied her with all 
necessaries for the remaiuder of her 
life, which terminated about 1838. 


In 1841 the congregation erected a 


line dtoue edifice which is known as 
the Catholic Church in Paradise. It is 
located about one mile from Abbotts- 
town aud three miles from East Ber- 
lin. 


In 1890 this plantation was convey- 


ed by tbe Jesuit Fathers to tbe Bishop 
of Harrisburg, subject to the condi- 
tions mentioned in the will of Freder- 
ick Brandt. Tbe Bishop nas erected 
thereon a magnificent 
building 200 


feet long, 100 feet wide, and four stor- 
ies in height. This is to be known as 
"The Paradise Protectory ana Agricul- 
tural School." One hundred orphan 
toys of the Diocese are here to be in- 
structed, among other things in the 
rudiments of agriculture. 


The State has contributed $5,000 to- 


ward the initial expense. The Pro- 
tectory will be opened about Sept. 1, 
1911. 
Direct instruction will be pro- 


vided for tbe boys, but tbe whole sur- 
rounding neighborhood supplies an 
object lesson 
of practical farming. 


The good people of the vicinity, des- 
cendants of the Pennsylvania Dutch, 
who settled here before the Bevol u- 
tiou, are very curious about the new 
processes proposed to be introduced in 
thus exteusively carrying out the pro- 
ject suggested in the will of Frederick 
Brandtv The orphan boys will be 
heartily welcome to this community, 
aud the good Bishop will receive con- 
siderable local aid aud encouragement 
iu carrying out his noble project. The 
farmers of south-eastern Pennsylvania 
are not without hope that a branch of 
the Slate Agricultural College will be 
here established; beginning with a 
course of lectures during the coming 
winter.

Sister Madeline O'Brien, one of the 


best-known educators of women in the 
United States, Canada" and Mexico, for 
more than fifty years a member of the 
Order of Sisters of Charity and former 
•directress of St. Joseph's Academy, 
Emmitsburg,, Md., died Saturday at 
St. Agnes' Hospital as a result of con- 
gestion of the brain, brought on by 
the heat. Sister Madeline had been 
at the hospital for the last eight years, 
resting after her labors of many years 
' and undergoing treatment for "heart 
trouble. 
Few members of the Sisterhoods in 


thv Church were better known or bet- 
ter liked than Sister Madeline. Dur- 
ing her connection with the order she 
had taught pupils from all over North 
America, who afterward became lead- 
ers among the women of the conti- 
nent. To those whom she taught and 
to all who were brought into contact 
•with her the announcement of her 
tk-ath will prove sad news. 
Sister Madeline was born in Balti- 


more seventy-three years ago. She was 
tli- sister of the late Michael J. 
O'Brien, president of the Southern Ex- 
press Company. When eighteen years 
old she entered the order to which she 
afterwards devoted her life's work. 


On account of her great musical ac 


coinplishments and other talents sh 
was assigned soon after her profes 
sion to St. Joseph's Academy, after 
wards becoming directress at that in 
stitution, retaining that position fo 
many years. 
To her labors and personality mucl 


of the present prestige of the academ 
is due. She was absent from th 
academy for a time during the Civl 
War, when she was sent to Richmone 
Here she engaged in field hospita 
work during the bloody siege of tha 
city. 


At the end of the war she was re- 


called to Emmitsbutg, where she took 
up her work as directress. 
Here 


by her initiative and her energy she 
soon succeeded in placing the institu 
tion among the foremost of its kind 
in all the land. It was here, too, tha 
she was able to give vent to her mu 
sical and poetic talents, which soon at 
traoted the attention of all who me 
her. She had a magnificent voice and 
her compositions,, marches and songs 


over July 10, aged 71 years. She was

sixth novel of John Reed Scott, of this 
place, issued by the J. B. Ltppencott 
Company doe* not please us as much 
a* any of hU proceeding works, way 
be difficult to express. It may 'be 
only a matter of taste, aud you know 
there ate no disputing about tastes 
and what is along mine may not be 
•long yours. 


Of the six novels of Mr. Scott but two 


are placed in a modern atmosphere. 
"The Woman .iu Question" aud thu 
last one, "In Her Own Rights." The 
former was bound to be interesting to 
Gettysburg as largely located here,' 
aud whether one liked or disliked 
what was said about the town. 


"In Her Own Rights" is located 


around Annopolis, aud being without 
the local attraction of "The Woman in 
Question" it stands iu a different po- 
sition to Gettysburg people from all 
other works ot Mr. Scott. 


As a modern tale it seems to be 


without any other iuterpretaion of its 
times than to amuse and entertain 
and in these particulars it is eminently 
successful. 


It is a good, bright, quick story, en- 


tertaining from beginning to end*. The 
same sparkling conversation, rnark- 
lug Mr. Scotts previous books will be 
found iu this oue. It lacks nothing of 
the movement of the former stories. 
There is mystery enough to keep oue 
guessing. There is something doing 
all ttie time so that one wants to go 
right alone without laying down the 
oookaud until one Buds out all there 
is to know. The story opeus in North- 
umberland— Pittsburu- aud ihe idle 
rich are giving an inning without 
gloves and the story jumps to Annap- 
olis and the Eastern shore aud the 
Maryland atmosphere is well portray 
ed. The incidents are well handled 
and worked up. It is true there seems 
a tinge of unreality in the abduction 
of the two women and the double ran- 
som paid, but the fight with the two 
thieves on the sandy waste near An- 
napolis seems most natural. It is just 
the way things usually turn that af- 
ter hunting all over a seashore and 
through a book for a lost treasure that 
it is found right under your nose. As 
an absorbing modern tale of adventure 
it is a success.

St Swithin's for Fair Weather. 
8t. Swithin's Day last Saturday was 


fair aud according to the old legend 
would 
forecast forty days of fair 


weatber. 


K very body knows the old legend: 


St. Swithin's day, 'gin it be fair, 
For forty days 'twill nae mair; 
St Swithins day, 'gin it do rain, 
For forty days it will remain. 


The legend is an old one, going back 


ten centuries. St. Swithiu was chap- 
lain^to Egbert, King of England, and 
was tutor to Egbert's son. Ethel wolf 
He was afterward bishop of Winches- 
ter, aud died in 862. He was buried, 
according to his own wishes, outside 
the cathedral of Winchester, where 
the rain of heaven could fall upon his 
grave. 


But when the bishop was canonized 


as St. Swithia, about a century after 
his death, the monks thought his 
grave too lowly for so great a man, 
and they prepared to move his body 
to a handsome crypt inside the cathe- 
dral, July 15 was the day set for the 
removal of 1m remains, but on that 
day a heavy rain set in and prevented 
any attempt to move the body. 


The rain continued intermittently

Game Plentiful 


According to tbe report of Secretary 


Joseph Kalbfus, of the State Game 
Commission, submitted at the meet- 
ing of tbe commission, last week in 
Harrisburg, tbe work as a game com- 
mission appears to have been re- 
warded to a marked degree "through 
a special increase of animal and bird 
life, classed as wild, both of game aud 
otherwise in this commonwealth, and 
also through a better understanding 
with the people." Secretary Kalbfus 
says that the interest in bird life and 
the preservation of game is universal; 
it has been taken up* in the public 
schools, and is being considered by 
many organizations, such as the Boy 
Scouts, with the result that not only 
the numbers but also the varieties ot 
birds appear to be greater than ever 
Known before in the State. This be 
says is the result of absolute protection. 
"The only exceptions that 1 find alone 
this line," says Secretary Kalbfus, "is 
the effort made by certain people of 
the State to secure dollars from the 
unsophisticated, and I am frequently 
in receipt of applications from young 
men, especially in tbe backwoods, 
who desire certificates to practice taxi- 
dermy, their education in this di- 
rection being secured through some 
correspondence schools in the west. 
Whether or not this urging of men in- 
to parting with good dollars for some- 
thing that cannot benefit them in this 
State is legitimate or not, is a question, 
and I have referred tbe matter to tbe 
United States postal authorities." 


Quail are said to be more plentiful 


in the State than fot thirty years. 
More wild turkeys have been seen and 
heard iu this State during tbe spring 
just passed than for many years, and 
they have been seen on territory far 
removed from where wild turkeys I 
have been seen or known to exist. In 
some instances they were reported in 
forests from which turkeys were appar- 
ently exterminated more than thirty 
years ago. Ruffed grouse are reported 
fairly plentiful iu some sections, aud 
extremely scarce in others where but 
only recently they were found in large 
numbers. 


When I consider the conditions 


surrounding the game of all kinds." 
says Secretary Kalbfus, "I am led to 
wonder how auy increase is pos- 
sible." Quail, turkey and grouse have 
all been driven from their usual nest- 
ing and breeding places, and forest 
fires, predatory birds, house pests, 
vermin, improved firearms, have all 
conspired agaiust auy increase. 
"I 


am surprised tbat tbere are auy in- 
crease of our game," said the secre- 
tary, "really that there is any game 
at all, aud I cannot see under present 
conditions, how this increase can be 
continued."
